Officer John Allen MIDGETT, Jr. who served for 
nearly forty years with the U.S. Lifesaving 
Service and the Coast Guard. He was awarded 
the Gold Lifesaving Medal, the highest award for 
saving a life, for 
his heroic rescue 
of 36 crewmen 
from the 
torpedoed British 
tanker MIRLO in 
1918.

MIDGETT has a crew of 24 officers and 160 
enlisted men and women. During law 
enforcement and fisheries missions, MIDGETT 
transits with an aviation detachment unit and a 
helicopter, consisting of two pilots and five crew 
members. MIDGETT also hosts foreign nation

for enhanced 
drug 
interdiction 
capabilities.

USCGC MIDGETT is the twelfth and last of the 
Coast Guard's fleet of 378-foot High Endurance 
Cutters. The keel was laid 05 April 1971, she was 
launched on 04 September 1971, and was then 
commissioned on 17 March 1972.
